basil. 
These representatives from 
the overall com m ittee which 
will meed once a year after 
the organization i- perfected. 
One of the first task- ol the 
large committee is to nam e an 
executive 
com m ittee 
which 
will, in tui n, nam • th of I ieci s. 
Officers and executive com ­ 
m ittee will meet once a month. 
Cost of m em bership in the 
county will be about .WOO 
based on three cents per c a d i 
person in the county. Cost to 
cities tho size of those in the 
county and to schools w ater 
districts and hospital districts 
will he $25 per year.

Belore Jail is official and vacation­ 
i n g becomes merely a collection of m e­ 
mories, we ve simply got to pass along a 
hilarious vacation story about an An­ 
drews couple. 
It s true so we won't mention any 
names. 
This particular couple had schemed 
and planned for most cl the year to make 
this summer's vacation a memorable one, 
especially since it involved the use of a 
rented camper. 
It was ot be a "different'' vacation even 
though it involved a visit — for the first 
time in throe years — to her folks in the 
western edge of Tennessee. The couples 
children wore left with his parents, the 
camper packed, the car loaded, and the 
pair set sail for Tennessee. 
Shortly after the noon stop the right 
rear tire of the camper blew out — and 
a couple of hours were lost in the hot, 
broiling sun as he toiled to change tires 
with make-do tools. 
But nothing w as going to spoil their 
trip 
he wiped the sweat from the steam- 
ing brow, and set sail again for Tennes­ 
see, And they m ade good time. , . so 
much so, that after supper he felt so good 
that he believed he'd make a few more 
miles before calling in quits for the day. 


At a coffee break about ten p. rn. his 
wife decided she'd had enough for one 
day an d retired to the camper 
- he vow­ 
ed more miles before turning rn. 


And he did —- over a hundred miles 
cf steady, hard driving — but finally he 
could stay aw ake no longer and pulled 
the car trailer into a secluded spot sur­ 
rounded by toweri: ; trees the land car­ 
peted with aeep soft grass.

ty and representatives from 
the other subdivisions, 
such 
as school districts on an a r a 
basis. 
These representatives from 
the overall com m ittee which 
will m eet once a year after 
the organization is perfected.
